The circulation system provides 
the means by which people and 
goods are moved about within 
the city. It includes all streets, 
pedestrian ways, railroads and 
mass transit systems. An effi- 
cient system is necessary if its 
vital parts are to function 
properly. 

The land use survey conducted 
by Ruth and Kruschkhov, plan- 
ning consultants for Albany, re- 
‘veals that our circulation facili- 
ties now occupy 255 acres, or 24 
per cent of the total urban area. 
The most recent study of our city 
streets was compiled in 1960. This 
study included figures on daily 
traffic, projected daily traffic by 
1980, deficiency review, and pro- 
posed improvements for most 
streets in Albany. The study es- 
timates that $1.9 million will be 
needed to provide all the required 
improvements and that 2.19 miles 
of the city’s 3.91 miles of streets 
are deficient. 


Parking 

A survey by the consultant in 
October, 1963, showed that there 
are 455 on-street parking spaces 
along San Pablo and the commer- 
cially developed portions of So- 
lano. There are 288 spaces on 
San Pablo and 227 spaces on So- 
lano. The survey also shows that 
the many curbcuts substantially 
‘reduce the number. of parking 
{spaces along both streets, especi- 
jally San Pablo. 


| Total retail square footage now 


‘unable to satisty its own par’ king | 


‘Foquirements™ is approximately 
170,800 square feet, Required 
parking for this area is estimated 
at 1,464 spaces, or three square 
feet of parking area for each 
square foot of retail area, The 
results show a need for approxi- 
mately 900 parking spaces to sat- 
isfy the need of these merchants. 
The consultant recommends no 
action be taken on the parking 
question until the Council decides 
upon the larger question of re- 
vitalization of the business dis- 
trict. 

The consultant reports there 
does not seem to be a significant 
parking space shortage in the 
Central District, Solano and San 
Pablo Avenues, if side street 
parking is included in the numr 


ber available to shoppers. Side 
street parking has been esti- 
mated at 12 spaces per side 


Street, six on either side. If these 
figures are included, the number 
of available parking spaces in- 
creases to 1,439 or only 25 spaces 
short of the normal requirements 
stated above. 

However, even though this 
figure shows adequate parking 
Space available, there are some 
conflicts caused by inconvenient 
distribution of spaces and incon- 
venient parking movements on 
heavily trafficked streets, These 
are: 1, diagonal parking; 2, ‘“‘T” 
Street intersections; 3, lack of 
loading space; 4, several drive- 
way curbcuts; 5, the dual roles 
of San Pablo Avenue as a state 
highway and Albany’s major 
shopping street, and 6, the mixed 
land uses which generate differ- 
ent kinds of traffic,

A Look Into Albany's Future

Safety-wise, the traffie acci- 
dent map at Albany Police de- 
partment shows that most acci- 
dens have been caused by poor 
driving habits rather than street 
conditions. The largest number 
of accidents, 13, occurred at the 
San Pablo and Solano Avenues 
intersection. 

The only major change recom- 
mended by the consultant for Al- 
bany streets are on Key Route 
Blvd. and Masonic Avenue. The 
plan proposes a widening of Ma- 
sonic Avenue between the south 
city boundary and Solano Ave- 
nue, taking advantage of the land 
remaining from the installation 
of the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
line. A new underpass at the 
rapid transit line and Solano Ave- 
nue would allow Key Route Blvd. 
Masonic Avenue, widened, to 
form a continuous four lane ma- 
jor street through upper Albany. 
It would join Gilman Street in 
Berkeley. 

It is suggested that Albany rec- 
ommend to the City of Berkeley 
a realignment of Gilman and Sac- 
ramento Streets to provide a con- 
tinuous through street with the 
proposed Masonic Ave,.-Key Route 
Blvd. This will create a desir- 
able four lane north-south street 
from El Cerrito to Oakland.
